The following action was taken by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society on this subject. We copy 
it from that society’s Monthly Reporter.

As long ago as March, 1844, Sir Stratford Can- 
ning wrote to the Earl of Aberdeen to the following 
eflect—‘ The sultan gave me his royal word that

with great indignity by the Turkish police, and 
whose humble work of Bible distribution has not 
only been temporarily interrupted, but is threatened 

with entire suspension. fs 
The following is a copy of the memorial to which 
the committee asked the favourable attention of her 

majesty’s secretary of state for foreign affairs: 
According to the latest accounts, eleven converts 

are still in prison for conscience’ sake. 
To the Right Hon. the Earl Russell, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs.

way persecuted for their religion.” 

In January, 1856, Lord Stratford de Redcliffe for- 
warded to the Earl of Clarendon 2 memorandum, in 
which he set forth the views of the British govern- 
ment on the subject of religious liberty. He urged 
that ‘religious toleration shall be fully carried out, 
so that no one shall be insulted on account of his re- 
ligious opinions.” 

In the same year, in a note addressed to the Porte, 


| Lord Stratford de Redcliffe speaks still more strongly. 


He says: ‘The British government distinctly de- 
mands that the Mohammedan who turns Christian 
shall be as free from every kind of punishment as 
the Christian who embraces the Mohammedan 
faith ;”’ and finally, as the result of these noble ef- 
forts in the cause of toleration and religious liberty, 
a firman and hatti-sherif was granted in February, 
1856, which declared : 

‘¢ As all forms of religion are, and shall be, freely 
professed in my dominions, no subject of my empire 


shall be hindered in the exercise of the religion he - 


professes, nor shall he be in any way annoyed on 
this aceount.” ;

The present is not the only instance in which the 
Turkish authorities have recently acted at variance 
with their professions of religious toleration, and in 
which the representative of the British government 
at Constantinople has failed to maintain the princi- 
ples of religious liberty which had been already con- 
ceded. 

As the copies of the Holy Scriptures circulated by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society at Constanti- 
nople are subject to duty prescribed by the Turkish 
tariff, the society is entitled to claim the fullest lib- 
erty of disposing of these Scriptures, by sale or other- 
wise, throughout the whole Turkish empire ; a liberty 
which must be guarded with the utmost jealousy, in 
consequence of its inseparable connexion with the 
sacred freedom of conscience and religious worship 
secured by the sultan to all classes of his subjects 
by the hatti-humayoun of 1856. 

Notwithstanding this, however, a colporteur in 
the employment of the society, usually resident at 
Shumla in Eastern Bulgaria, was in the year 1862 
subjected to insult and imprisonment, and finally 
prohibited by the pasha of Silistria from selling the 
Scriptures within that pashalic. The Rev. Dr. 
Thomson, the agent of this society at Constantino- 
ple, laid these facts before the British ambassador, 
and sought for a removal of these unjust and illegal 
restrictions ; but no redress was obtained, nor any 
answer given. If any dependence may be placed 
upon reports now in circulation, the Porte has it in 
view to forbid the sale of the Scriptures altogether 
by our colporteurs, a restriction which would be 
most unjust and offensive, since these men take no 
part in religious controversy, never even preach the 
Gospel or distribute tracts, but confine themselves 
wholly to the sale of the Scriptures, without note or 
comment. 

The committee of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society cannot contemplate without alarm the per- 
secution to which converts from Mohammedanism 
have been exposed, the only reason given for their 
imprisonment and banishment being the same that 
was alleged nine years ago, viz., that such a step 
was necessary ‘‘to evade the violence and deceive 
the bigotry of an exasperated populace.’ They 
have reliable information that no such violence is to 
be apprehended ; and they have every reason to be- 
lieve that firmness shown by the representative of 
the British government in maintaining the law would 
have obviated all the difficulties, the existence of 
which they now deplore. 

If religious. liberty in Turkey is to be a reality, 
and not a mere name, they earnestly entreat her 
majesty’s government not to permit the most solemn 
pledges of the Ottoman Porte on this vital question 
to be disregarded, but to claim the fulfilment of 
those engagements which Lord Stratford de Redcliffe 
laboured with such happy results to obtain. 

They submit this grave question with all the 


more confidence to your lordship’s judgment, from a |

Scandinavia, 

Some months ago, a grant of books was made for 
distribution in Denmark. We have recently received 
a letter from Rev. P. Emil Ryding, of Copenhagen, 
kindly acknowledging the receipt of the books, and 
giving the following interesting account : 

‘ CoPpENHAGEN, July 9th, 1864, 

BeLovep Friend AND BroTHER:—Your very 
encouraging letter is before me; for which, receive 
my sincere thanks, as also for the Bibles and Finnish 
Testaments. It affords me great joy to see the 
interest manifested by your Society in the cause of 
Scandinavia, and so much more so in these trying 
times, when our nation is engaged in such an une- 
qual contest. We will use the Sword which the 
Lord has given us, fully assured that the Sword (the 
Word of God) has never lost its power, but always 
forced its way through victoriously. Yes, it has 
slain many a giant, even if wielded by a feeble 
hand—yea, by the hand of a weak female. The fol- 
lowing will prove this truth that the Lord has given 
a feeble woman the power to wield the sword of his 
Word, in defence as well as in attack: A woman liv- 
ing in the northern part of Bornholm has victoriously 
wielded the sword of the Spirit for over five years, 
She is very hard of hearing, and thus situated, she 
is not much benefited by attending our meetings; 
but she has steadily heard the preaching of the Spirit 
through the Word of God, which she has diligently 
read. The Lord gave her faith to believe, and she 
was baptized the 27th of March, 1859. But ever 
since, her husband has treated her most cruelly, and 
at times so beaten her that she was black and blue 
all over the body. Yes, he even threatened to take 
her life. But she, in all humility, defended herself 
with the Word of God, and comforted herself by 
reading this precious Word. In all these many 
years she has been denied the privilege to leave the 
place where she lives, and to none has the privilege 
been granted to speak to her about God and his 
grace. Her husband has watched her like a pris- 
oner, and when obliged to leave the place, he made 
the children take care that nobody should be admitted 
who would talk to her about spiritual things. Un- 
natural as it seems, still the children were so devoted 
to their father, that if any one came to see her in his 
absence they would tell him, and he would so beat 
her that she for several days was obliged to keep 
her bed. Such has been her condition till within a 
short time ; now he does not whip her, but does not 
allow her to attend any meetings. Through all this 
time has she been sustained by the Word of God only. 
Frequently her husband has invited both learned 
and lay persons to perplex and puzzle her, and en- 
deavour to shake her faith in her precious Saviour ; 
but she has so ably confronted them with the Word 
of God, that they had to leave her and declare that 
they could do nothing with her. And this she has 
done in this simple manner: when they proposed 
their learned questions. she would get her Testament, 
which she always carried in her pocket, point out 
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chapter and verse, saying, “‘ Thus and thus says the 
Lord,” ‘‘ Thus it is written,” ete. She is so versed 
in the Scriptures, that she knows how to find an- 
swers in the Word of God to all who contradict it, 
which I have several times witnessed, and been aston- 
ished at her simple and able answers. It is aston- 
ishing how the Holy Spirit, unaided by any human 
agency, teaches its disciples to be wise, thereby tes- 
tifying that there is power in the Word of God to 
save those who believe it. 

Our Sunday schools have also been supplied with 
the Word of God; and it is a joyful sight to see the 
children assembled on the Sabbath, their counte- 
nances brightening up dnd their eyes glistening when 
examined in the Word of God, indicating that their 
little hearts are filled with heavenly joy. Several 
of our children have gone home to the Lord, and 
have on their sick-beds given cheering evidence that 
they believed in Jesus. 

From January Ist, 1863, to January 1st, 1864, I 
have distributed 473 copies of the Holy Scriptures, 
426 religious books, and 7,444 large and small tracts. 

May the peace of God and his grace be with you 
and the many souls who are united in thanking Him 
for his Word, and the precious gift of his holy 
Scriptures with which we have been supplied by 
the liberality of your Society !

The Bible in the Tyrol, 

Many persons will remember the cruel expulsion of 
thirty thousand honest, pious, and industrious Tyrol- 
ese from their beloved mountain home, in the last 
century, by the Austrian government, on account of 
their Protestant faith. A Bible, by some means un- 
known, had reached their valley, and through the 
reading of it, without any human agency whatever, 
nearly the whole community became Protestants. 
When banished from the Tyrol, the king of Prussia 
offered them an asylum in his dominions, where 
most of them settled, and became valuable members 
of their adopted country. We have just received a 
letter from a friend who spent the early part of this 
summer in this district of Saltzburg, made ever 
memorable by the extirpation of every Protestant. 
It is now settled by a kind and simple people, who, 


notwithstanding their difference of faith, retain some ' 


of the characteristics of their predecessors. We ven- 
ture to give an extract from the letter of our friend: 
“T have told you,” she says, ‘of the poor inhab- 


itants of this high and rocky country, and of my | 


experiences among them. They are much dispersed, 
their houses and little huts built on the slopes of 
mountains, often very high, sometimes in narrow, 
romantic little valleys between rocks, where wild 
mountain currents force their way. They are all 
Catholics ; yet the grandeur of nature speaks a more 
trustworthy language to their simple hearts, and 
‘keeps them in a simpler faith than they would pos- 
sess if they had rich Catholic churches around them 
to dazzle their eyes and their minds. Thus you find 
them less bigoted than those you meet with in towns, 
though they are ignorant of our evangelical faith and 
of the precious Bible. In the beginning of the last 
century Protestantism flourished there ; but in 1730, 
30,000 inhabitants of the district of Saltzburg had to 
leave their country for their faith’s sake. Near Gas- 


tein is a mountain rich in gold mines; but, as all 
the miners were Protestants. and emigrated at that 
time, the mining operations have entirely ceased, I 
love these poor people with all my heart, and the 
Lord by his grace has shown me the way to their 
hearts. I took long walks to visit them, and carried 
with me the true Bread of Life, the Word of God. 
I wish I could tell you with what gushing joy they 
listened to and received ‘the good Book,’ as they 
call it—how they assured me it shall never go out 
of their hands—with what deep attention they list- 
ened when I told them of our Saviour, and how 
their tears flowed when I tried to pray with them. 
I never to!d them that I had another confession of be- 
lief; it would have confounded their simple minds ; 
but the power of truth operated on their hearts with- 
out their knowing how. Oh, what blessed hours 
these have been !” 

It is interesting to know that the Bibles distrib- 
uted by Miss H. were those of our own Bible Soci- 
ety. We may trust that the same agency, through 
the blessing of the Holy Spirit, may produce similar 
results in the district of Saltzburg as in former years.

American Bible Society, 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 6th 
inst., at half-past three P. M., William Whitlock, 
Jr., Esq., one of the Vice Presidents, in the chair. 

The decease of Rev. Dr. Potts, a member of one 
of the standing committees, was announced, where- 
upon the Rey. Dr. Krebs read the 90th Psalm, and 
offered prayer. 

Nine new auxiliaries were recognised ; of which 
six are in West Virginia, two in Iowa, and one in 
Kansas. 

Secretary Taylor gave an account of an interest- 
ing conference of the Agents of the Society for the 
Western States, which was held in Chicago. 

Various interesting communications were presented 
from Agents of the Society and other gentlemen in 
regard to the progress of the work. The accounts 
from Mexico, South America, and Egypt, were par- 
ticularly favourable and gratifying. Pleasing ac- 
counts were received as to the openings for the Bible 
in Austria and Russia, showing a slow, though 
steady, improvement. 

The subject of electrotyping the old Slavie and 
the Slavic. and Bulgarian Testaments, and the Ara- 
bie Scriptures of various forms and descriptions, was 
discussed, and deferred for further consideration. 

A letter was read from Rev. H. 8. Kepler, of 
Richmond, Va., in regard to a grant of books, which 
was made for the supply of Federal prisoners and 
distribution in Richmond, — 

Grants of books were made for military hospitals 
at Elmira; forsupplying prisoners of war at Fort 
Delaware ; to the Protestant Episcopal depository at 
Richmond, for Federal prisoners in the Libby prison, 
and others; for military hospitals and camps at 
Washington, D. C.; to the Methodist Book Concern 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, in the German language; a 
small grant for Liberia, Africa; several grants for 
poor Sunday schools in localities where we have no 


auxiliaries ; and eight volumes in raised letters for 
the Blind. The entire number of volumes granted 
is 52,165, besides a grant of fifty dollars’ worth to 
supply a poor county in the West. 

The receipts for September were $43,820 77; 
the issues, 105,977 volumes.

Conference of Agents. 

Pursuant to a call issued from the proper author- 
ities, a conference of Agents of the American Bible 
Society was held at Chicago, Illinois, commencing 
on Saturday, the seventeenth day of September, and 
closing on the evening of Tuesday following. Sec- 
retary Taylor was present, and presided over the 
conference. Twenty Agents and assistant Agents 
attended, representing nearly all the Western, North- 
western and Southwestern States in which the So- 
ciety is now carrying on its work. On the Sabbath 
the Bible cause was presented in a number, of the 
churches and Sabbath schools of the city. "In the 
evening of that day a large public meeting in behalf 
of the Society was held in Bryan Hall, at which ad- 
dresses were delivered by Rev. Dr. Eels, secretary 
of the Pennsylvania Bible Society, and Rev. Dr. 
Taylor, Secretary of the Parent Institution. In one 
of the churchés—the Central Methodist Episcopal— 
the handsome sum of five hundred dollars was taken 
in a plate collection, after a discourse by Rev. W. 
H. De Puy, Agent for Western New York. After an 
opening address by the Secretary, Monday and Tues- 
day were devoted to the discussion of various topics 
upon which committees reported, such as the proper 
conduct of agencies and auxiliaries, the work among 
the young and among the Germans, the distribution 
of the Seriptures in the army, and the effect of their 
work upon the spiritual life of the Agents. These 
subjects elicited much valuable information. All 
the deliberations looked to practical results in the 
improvement of the Cause, and toward a uniform 
system of operations in the whole country. The last 
session, on Tuesday evening, was occupied with a 
free interchange of views and experiences respecting 
the influence of the work upon the personal piety of 
the brethren. Devotional exercises mingled with 
the narration of individual experience. After a 


brief parting address by the chairman, the sweet 


hymn was sung, beginning, 


“ Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love’— 


“yt arfute the benediction was pronounced, and the 
brethren bade each other farewell. 


We have not space to present our deep impressions | 
of the importance of this interesting conference, the 
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The comparison of views, plans and efforts, 
the interchange of experiences, the fraternal spirit, 
the flow of sympathy, and the earnest spirituality of 
the meetings will not soon be lost upon those who 
attended. The deliberations were marked by much 
ability and ministerial dignity. But one feeling 
seemed to reign—that of devotion to the Bible cause, 
and anxiety to promote it. We expect good fruit 
from the good seed thus sown. 

The Board of Managers have authorized a similar 
conference of the Agents in the eastern part of the 
field, to be held at an early day, of which due notice 
will be given. 

The members of the conference were handsomely 
entertained by friends of the Bible in Chicago. The 
meetings were held in the hall of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, which was generously offered 
for the purpose.

Army Agents, 

The Rev. William H. Gilbert, late of Granby, 
Conn., has entered upon his duties in this new and 
important department of the Society’s work in the 
army and navy. His headquarters will be at Wash- 
ington, but the service will call him to various 
points in the great armies now operating before 
Richmond and Petersburg, in the valley of the Shen- 
andoah, at and near Fortress Monroe, as well as in 
the District of Columbia. 

The Rey. W. F. Baird, of Burlington, Iowa, is . 
appointed to the supervision of the Bible work in the 
military division of which General Sherman ‘is in 
command. His head ate iets moll be at Nashville, 
Tennessee. 

By a happy arrangement with the United States 
Christian Commission, these army Agents are made 
their special agents to superintend the Bible work. 
Thus, while we retain the full co-operation of the 
Christian Commission for the transportation and 
distribution of the Holy Seriptures in the army and 
navy, our own representatives will be in the field 
directing the movement, holding immediate relations 
with the American Bible Society, and enjoying the 
facilities of both institutions. 

Besides the supply of the army and navy, these 
Agents are charged with the general oversight of the

Reports of Agents. — 
Rey. Mr. SEWALL, of Maryz, writes: “ The cause of 
the Bible seems to find favour wherever I go, and some- 


first of its kind ever held by the Agents of the Insti- | times to such an extent as'to surprise even its friends, 
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One of my largest Sabbath collections was taken up ona 
rainy afternoon, in one of the most interior sections, in 
a village slowly recovering from the effects of a deso- 
lating fire, which a few years since laid its main street 
almost entirely in ashes. The people here are accus- 
tomed not only to give, but to give liberally, according 
to their means, to this object.” 

Rev. Mr. Breese, of Connecticut, writes: ‘Our 
receipts from this field for the months of April, May, 
June, and July, of this year, are nearly $3,000 larger than 
they weré during the same months last year.” He gives 
a very encouraging statement in relation to the labours 
of his assistant, Rev. Mr. Denton, in Tolland County, 
under the patronage of the Rockville Bible Society, in 
the course of which 843 families were visited, containing 
8,390 individuals ; 246 children of asuitable age to attend 
Sabbath school, and yet who did not do so, were found ; 
and fifty-five families were discovered without the Scrip- 
tures, of which fifty were supplied. One hundred and 
eighty-five copies were given in the State, during the 
month, to the army and navy. 

Rey. Mr. PEARNE, of NorTHERN and CentraL NEW 
York, reports having travelled during the month, in 
behalf of his agency, 1,500 miles; and says that at sey- 
eral points which he visited, “‘although very recently 
large amounts had been raised for the United States 
Christian Commission and the Sanitary Commission, 
yet liberal responses were made to his appeals for this 
object, some contributing more to it than they ever did 
before.” 

Rey. Mr. RicHarpson, of CentrRAL NEw YORK, says: 
“The raising of large bounties for recruits for the 
army, which is now in progress, has created some em- 
barrassment for the time in making collections for the 
Bible cause, and yet I am happy to be able to report 
that the responses during this month were more liberal 
than, under the circumstances, I anticipated. The con- 
tribution of every congregation which I visited was 
largely in advance of what was given last year, and was 
donated with a cheerfulness that indicated the strength 
of the popular attachment to this object.” 

Rey. Mr. WELBURN, of WESTERN KENTUCKY, says 
that, on account of frequent guerrilla raids in his field, 
the congregations which he addressed during the month 
were small, but that, with the blessing of God, he had 
thus far escaped without personal injury, and been able 
to accomplish something for the Bible cause. 

Rey. Dr. Harrsnorn, of NorTHEASTERN Onto and 
WESTERN VIRGINIA, writes us: “It is with sincere 
pleasure, and I trust with profound gratitude, that I am 
enabled again to report encouraging progress in our 
good work, both in Western Virginia and in Eastern 
Ohio. Ihave been greatly cheered and encouraged by 
unexpected fruit at many points, and the evidences of 


increased liberality on the part of the people every- | 


where towards this object. In the new field of Western 
Virginia, where I haye personally laboured a portion of 
the month, the work continues to prosper, with even 
more than usual promise. I visited Wood, Harrison, 
and Taylor Counties in that State, in each of which we 
organized an auxiliary society under favourable auspices, 
and where the work of exploration and supply will be 
entered upon at once. About $400 was contributed by 
the people of Parkersburgh, the day following our or- 
ganization of a society there, which indicates the good 
_ feeling of the people towards our enterprise, and their 
purpose to sustain it in that new State. The citizens 


seem determined to look up and supply the destitute | 


in the State, and to conduct the entire work without 
expense to the Parent Society, and I believe that they 
will accomplish it. Their efforts in this direction are 


truly commendable, especially when we take into the 
account the terrible secourges which have recently fallen 
upon that now desolate portion of our national domain. 
One gentleman gaye me $130 cash to aid in carrying 
forward our work, and another gave fifty dollars, while 
several others have given thirty dollars each to the 
same “object. I trust that a brighter day is dawning 
upon this long neglected portion of the field, and so far 
the prospects are truly cheering.” 

Rev. Mr. Wrieut, of Missourt, says: ‘I would grate- 
fully record the Divine goodness which has enabled me 
to travel several hundred miles during the past month in 
safety amid peculiar perils. In one instance, when about 
forty guerrillas came dashing into Tipton, where I was, 
and many citizens were robbed and some murdered, I can- 
not but regard it as a special deliverance in Providence, 
when these assassins, after entering the room adjoining 
my own, turned away and left me unharmed. Of course, 
the people here are terribly excited by this state of 
things. Merchants are removing their goods, and coun- 
ty clerks their records; and it sometimes becomes a 
question whether it is safe to order Bibles; and the end 
of all this is not yet. Butlet God be praised! He smiles 
on the Bible work in these distracting times, and enables 
us to report progress. The churches, which are 50 
much divided in other matters, here cheerfully unite 
and heartily co-operate. But each citizen is liable any 
day to become a refugee. One city (St. Louis) is full 
of persons of this description now, many of whom are 
officerssand patrons of our auxiliary Bible societies ; so 
that our work must, for atime at least, move on from 
necessity but slowly.” 

Rev. Mr. Jones, of Iowa, reports: ‘The labours of 
the past month, though they have been in no small 
degree onerous, have been attended with no little grati- 
fication to your Agent, for the reason that he has seen 
new evidence of the advancement of the Bible work in 
this State. My labours haye been trying, because they 
have been rendered in a part of the State which is but 
sparsely inhabited. In passing from one settlement to 
another, I have journeyed in several cases ten, twelve, 
eighteen, twenty-two, twenty-five, and in one instance 
thirty miles, without laying my eyes on a single human 
habitation. But I have been able, by the blessing of God, 
to visit twelve of our auxiliaries ; to be present at the an- 
niversaries of four of them; to resuscitate one old auxil- 
iary, and to organize three new ones in counties where 
none ever existed before; and I have received some very 
cheering evidences of the high esteem in which the Amer- 
ican Bible Society is held by the friends of the Bible in 
far-Western Iowa; and, on the whole, I feel encouraged 
to press forward with fresh zeal in my work.” 

Ray. Mr. Fort, of Nepraska and DaKxoTag, reports 
the organization of another auxiliary in his field, and 
speaks of the disadvantages under which the Bible work 
there is now labouring in connexion with the late Indian 
massacre, and the temporary suspension of the overland 
stage route, in consequence of these-hostile incursions, 

Rey. Mr. Burn, of CaLrFornia, states: “Ihave put 
up two boxes of Bibles and Testaments for Salt Lake 
City, to be forwarded by the first opportunity. This 
was done atthe instance of Rey. Mr. Low, who had an 
interview with Brigham Young in passing through that 


city, the latter promising to receive and distribute them.

FULTON AND Haminton County Brsie Soomry held 
its forty-seventh anniversary in Kingsborough on the 
6th of September. The secretary writes us: _ 

We had a very interesting meeting; there was a large 
attendance; and an inter esting and e eloquent address was 
delivered by the Rey. Dr. Fisher, of Hamilton College. 
The donations reported amounte d to ne: urly $875, which 
was about $100 more than they amounted to during the 
previous year. A large portion is to be forwarded to 
the Parent Society ere long, as a donation, to aid in the 
general work. 

How pleasing it is to make public such records as 
this, in relation to those of our auxiliaries which have 
so long laboured in the Bible work! As years multi- 
ply upon them, their energy becomes increased, and 
their efficiency and usefulness steadily and powerfully 
advance. 

West STEUBEN Biste Socrety is enjoying a good 
degree of prosperity. Rev. Mr. De Puy, our Agent for 
Western New York, sends us the following pcnonne of 
its condition and operations : 

During the month past, the canvass of the territory of 
the West Steuben Bible Society (excepting the village 
of Hornellsville) has been completed. From the col- 
porteur’s (Rev. Mr. Pearsall) report I gather the fol- 
lowing statistics: families visited, 2,659; families des- 
titute, sixty; Bibles donated, fifty-nine ; family which x 
fused the Scriptures, one; value of books sold, $236 7 
value of books donated, $36 90; total receipts by aim 
from sales and donations, $491" 50. The canvass has 
been made without any charge either to the Parent or 
auxiliary Society, the expenses being entirely met by 
individual donations. In his work, the colporteur vis- 
ited by school districts, canvassing a "school district each 
day. At some time during the day he called at the 
school, and after a brief address to the children, an- 
nounced, if convenient to the people, a Bible meeting 
for the evening, extending an invitation to all in the dis. 
trict to be present. In the evening meetings he sought 
to advise the people of the extent and value of the 
Bible work, and to encourage them to aid it by their 
counsel and contributions. In some other auxiliaries in 
this field the same plan will be tested. In cases where 
the colporteurs are intelligent, prudent, and devotedly 
pious, is not the plan a good one? 

Oswrco County Brstz Society is still prosecuting 
its work with energy and very gratifying success. The 
last anniversary of this auxiliary, which was held on the 
14th of June, was an occasion of much interest. The 
business meeting in the morning, and the regular anni- 
versary services in the evening, were well attended, and 
conducted with ability and profit. The receipts of the 
society for the year amounted to $888 92; besides which, 
there was received from the county, in the form of leg- 
acies, etc., for the Parent Society, $2,823 40. Commend- 
able zeal is evinced by the society in the effort to supply 
its own field with the Scriptures, and liberal donations 
in money are sent to the Parent Institution to aid it in 
its more general work. 

OHIO. Fosrorra Brete Society held its annual 
meeting on the evening of the 28th of August, when 
interesting addresses were delivered by Rev. E. W. 
Smith, Agent of the Society for Northwestern Ohio, and 
Rev. Messrs. Holliday and Clark. The latter of these 
has laboured very efficiently and successfully, as the 
society’s distributing agent, during the past year; 1,205 
families were visited by him, twenty-cight destitute fam- 
ilies were supplied with the Scriptures, and the entire 
receipts of the society amounted to $843, being an excess 
of $444 43 over those of the year preceding. These 
figures indicate a most commendable interest in our 
noble Cause byte ouieee — Latte of this honoured 


auxiliary, 
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CRAwFoRD County Breie Socrery held its aniver- 
sary services in Bucyrus on the evening of September 4. 
During the year, 1,090 families were visited by the dis- 
tributers, and thirty-three destitute families were sup- 
plied with the Word of Life. The receipts of the society 
for the year amounted to $1,298 59, being an increase of 
$1,009 14 over the receipts of 1860, $1,137 06 over those 
of the year 1861, and $877 51 over those of the year 1862, 
The secretary reports : 


Through the efforts of the Parent Socicty’s Agent, 
Rev. E. W. Smith, there has been a branch Bible society 
formed in every township in the county, which has, no 
doubt, had much to do with the increased efliciency of 
this auxili ary. 


GREEN County Brain Socrmry celebrated its forty- 
eighth anniversary at Xenia on the 17th of August. The 
last year has been a prosperous one with this valued aux- 
iliary, its receipts amounting to $1,882 32. The value 
of Bibles and Testaments which have been in the depos- 
itory during the year was $457 63, and it still has a stock 
on hand yalued at $212 81. Much commendation is 
given to the ladies for their fidelity in canvassing the 
several townships in the field of this society. 

CEDARVILLE BIBLE Society closed another year of 
successful labour on the 26th of August, when its annual 
meeting was held. The society was addressed on that 
occasion by Rey. W. Herr, Agent of the Parent Society 
for Southwestern Ohio, Rey. David Herron, mission- 
ary to Northern India, Rev. Messrs. R. Williamson and 
J. Vance, and Mr. J. C: M‘Millan. The receipts for the 
year amounted to $281 86, $120 of which was appro- 
priated to constitute four life members of the Parent 
Society, and $100 to supply the coloured population of 
our country with the Scriptures. Some very pertinent 
resolutions were passed in relation to the death of Rey. 
Moses Russell, the president of the society, and steps 
were taken for securing the increasing usefulness of the 
society for the year ensuing. 

Manontne County Biste Socrery reports its re- 
ceipts for the past year as twenty-five per cent. in 
advance of those for the year previous, and that, though 
only about half of the county had been canvassed, up- 
wards of $1,000 had been remitted from that field to the 
Parent Institution. During the year, books to the value 
of $407 89 had been purchased and paid for, and $258 
additional had been donated to the Parent Society to aid 
in the promotion of its general work. The society is 
nobly meeting its responsibilities in the territory com- 
mitted to its care. 

WASHINGTON County Brsie Society held its annual 
meeting in Marietta on the 7th of August. Its receipts 
for the year past amounted to $920. Eighteen branch 
societies were reported to be in active operation in the 
county; upwards of 1,200 families were visited by the 
local agents, which number about 150; and $500, which 
was contributed by the citizens of Marietta, was remit- 
ted as a donation to the Parent Society in New York. 


| This auxiliary, also, has a well-stocked depository, and is

Avruens County BisiEe Soorery reports that “1,200 
families have been visited during the year by the volun- 
tary agents; that annual meetings have been held by 
twelve branch societies in the county; and that upwards 
of $1,100 had been collected for the Bible cause in that 
field.” ‘The society is out of debt, has a good depository 
of ls ene has donated to the Parent Society $300 during 
the year.” g 

ILLINOIS. Gatuna Brste Socimry closed another. 
year of prosperity and successful labour on the 4th of 
September. Rey. John Hinton has just completed his 
qnnual visitation of the county as well as of the city of 


| Galena, and the results of his labours are very gratify- 
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ing, the people gladly receiving the Scriptures, and lib- 
erally contributing for their circulation in more destitute 
regions. In the course of his labours, he visited 1,012 
families, supplied fourteen destitute families with the 
Scriptures, and received money to the amount of $697 69. 
The society has also employed Mr. R, Kohlsat to distrib- 
ute the Scriptures among the German population of the 
city of Galena, The receipts of the society for the year 
past amounted to $1,044 18, of which $660 62 was remit- 
ted to the Parent Institution, paying for all the pur- 
chases and expenses of the society, and leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of #218 70, besides a credit on the books 
of the Parent Society of $224 92. The depository of the 
society, after furnishing Bibles and Testaments to the 
value of $399 54, still has a stock remaining amounting 
in value to $471 37. 

Harpin County BistE Socrmry held its twelfth an- 
nual meeting in Elizabethtown on the evening of May 
15th. From a statement which has been sent us, we 
learn that the “society is in a good working condition, 
and that it proposes to make special efforts to aid in 
the circulation of the Scriptures among the destitute 
beyond the limits of its own field.” 

Pore County Brste Socinty celebrated its thirty- 
ninth anniversary on the evening of fhe 28th of April. 
We learn from the county agent there that that field is 
well supplied with the Scriptures, and that in financial 
matters this society is very decidedly improving. 

FRANKLIN County Brs_LE Society closed the twelfth 
year of its labours on the evening of the 1éth of January.

'¢ CALIFORNIA. Caxtrornia Brste Socrmty has just 
issued an able circular, from which we make the follow- 
ing extracts, showing the condition and operations of 
that energetic auxiliary : 

In addition to our ordinary work of supply, through 
auxiliary societies, depositories, and voluntary labour, 
we have employed two agents, the Rev. Mr. Woods, who 
canvassed Napa County, and the Rev. Mr. Peck, who is 
now canvassing Sonoma County. Mr. Woods visited 
649 families, found seventeen destitute, all of which 
were supplied, and sold 146 volumes of the Seriptures ; 
while Mr. Peck visited 600 families, and found only 
twelve destitute, all of which were supplied excepting 
two. At the suggestion of the Parent Society, we are 
about to undertake the supply of the stations on the 
overland stage route, as well as the numerous hotels on 
the lines of travel to Washoe, where so many hundred 
teamsters are accustomed to stop over night. Rey. N. 
Reasoner has been engaged to perform the work, and 
will enter upon it immediately. We wish to place the 
Bible in every public house between Sacramento and 
Reese River. To perform this work will require many 
hundred dollars, and we must ask our friends to con- 
sider its importance and aid us in its performance.

The Bible Cause in Illinois. —

The summary of the labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society and of its auxiliaries, in 
Illinois, in the month of August, is about as follows:

The Scriptures in the Military Barracks, Prisons, Hos- 
pitals, etc., near Columbus, Ohio. 

Rev. D. W. Tolford, U.S. A., chaplain of hospi- 
tals near the city of Columbus, Ohio, in a report of 
his labours published in the Columbus, Ohio, State 
Journal, makes the following gratifying statement, 
in relation to the distribution of the Scriptures at 
that important military post: 

As soon as I entered the field, I commenced pro- 
curing reading matter for the hospitals and camp. 
By an early arrangement with the American Bible 
Society, through their Agent, the Rev. Mr. Tilton, 
with an unfailing promptness and noble generosity, 
I have been furnished with a good supply of the sa- 
cred Scriptures, for gratuitous distribution. I have 
distributed in hospitals, camp, and Todd Barracks in 
the city, about twelve thousand copies of the New 
Testament, and several thousand copies of the whole 
Bible. _ By direction of the Agent, I have furnished 
the New Testament, and several copies of the whole 
Bible, to the inmates of the military prisons at 
Camp Chase. There never has been a time, for 
now nearly two years, when any soldier in hospitals 
or camp, who desired a copy of the New Testament, 
could not obtain one by making application at my 
quarters or at the Christian Commission rooms. 
But we have not waited for applications, but we 
have distributed from barrack to barrack, regiment 
to regiment, and squad to squad, as soldiers have 
been passing to and from the seat of war—being 
particularly careful to supply those going to the 


front.

The Scriptures among Freedmen, 

Rev. W. R. Talbot, chaplain in the hospital at 
Beaufort, 8. C., and who says that his duties are 
now principally with the coloured soldiers located 
there, writes us as follows : : ‘ 

The mass of the blacks in this quarter, so far as I 


can see, are trying diligently to learn to read, and it 


surprises those of us who have been accustomed to 


see them only as slaves, to find how great is their 
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success. The Bible seems to be a new and interest- 
ing book to them, as it was in the times of the 
reformation; and the present seems to be a most 
favourable time to place it in their hands. I am 
applied to by them constantly in the hospitals with 
which [ am connected, for Bibles and Testaments in 
larger print. 

There is some religious seriousness now in these 
hospitals ; and yesterday I started a prayer meeting 
in one of them, and I hope soon to begin more. A 
very great responsibility rests upon me as chaplain, 
in my present circumstances. Said one of these col- 
oured soldiers to me recently: ‘‘Do you know how 
responsible your situation is? We listen to every word 
that you utter to us, and then we try to do just as 
you tell us to do: we tell to one another also what 
you say to us, so that nothing that you utter is lost 
to any of us. If we do just as you instruct us to do, 
and we lose our souls,whose fault will it be??? This 
plain dealing made me tremble and exclaim, “‘ Who 
is sufficient for these things ?”’ 

May God bless the American Bible Society for 
the aid they are rendering me in my work among 
this interesting class !

The Foreign Work. 

Mexico.—VWe continue to receive cheering news 
from Mexico. So far, no serious obstacle is thrown 
in the way of spreading the holy Scriptures among 
the people. What opposition there exists is only 
such as springs from private persons, moved, as it 
would appear, from selfish considerations or igno- 
rance. In another column we insert a letter show- 
ing the mode of distributing the Scriptures, how they 
are received, and the promise of success in the work. 
Another correspondent states that on one occasion a 
priest threatened to buy up all the Bibles and burn 
them; but when he was told what an expensive 
business he would have in that line, he said he 
“would give it up.” This writer states that within 
a month he had visited thirty-five “ haciendas,” 7. e., 
villages generally owned by one man, the people for 
the most part being peons. They are very ignorant, 
not over one in ten being able to read; yet there 
was with many a strong desire to read the Word of 
God. He had seen a poor woman give her last dime 
for a Testament, offering to pay the balance after- 
wards. Jn his work he had been in some danger of 
his life, but had been preserved so far; but he felt 
great interest in his work, and faith in its success. 


Greece,—In the spring a grant was made to the 
-American and Foreign Christian Union, to defray 
the expense of a Bible tour in the Grecian cities of 
Southern Turkey. We have received an account of 
this work, in which the writer says: 
n [From May 4th to July 6th.J 
_ During this time I have travelled about 500 miles 
by sea and 200 miles by land. I met with no less 
than nine different nationalities, four European and 
five Eastern, and sold Bibles in as many tongues. I 
have sold over 500 copies of the Bible, complete and 


in parts, to Greeks, Turks, Jews, Albanians, and 


Europeans. A bookstore is a very rare thing in the 
_ provinces I travelled, and wherever books are found, 


they are generally stowed either in a corner, at a 
grocery, or in a fancy shop. The people I found 
intelligent and enterprising, yet profoundly ignorant 
as to the truths of the Bible—a state of things anti- 
cipated in a place where there are no Bibles. In 
degree indifference prevails also as it regards all 
Bible knowledge, and the people act as though they 
were tired of Christianity, keeping up in form, and 
professing in words, what they deny and abuse in 
their practice. Political schemes, material interests, 
and national pride, are the main obstacles to all 
reform. Through the avarice of the hierarchy and 
the ignorance of the lower clergy, Christianity has 
become materialistic, and the people, losing the de- 
sign of symbolical ceremony, pay homage to and rey- 
erence the thing rather than the object represented ; 
hence, they have lost the standard of Bible morality 
and have become demoralized. The men who shall 
succeed to interest this people in the study of the 
Bible will be their greatest benefactors. The Bible 
then alone can teach them to fear God and love each 
other, and begin the reformation so much needed for 
the greatness of Greece. The Turks I found rather 
fanatical in religion, while in character they cor- 
respond to the Christian element; for although they 
are the masters and the rulers of the place, yet the 
Christian is the active, the enterprising, and the 
influential element in commerce and in polities. 
Avustria.—We have some encouraging tokens this 
month from Austria, which has hitherto been so 
inaccessible to the Bible. A more liberal policy, it 
appears, begins to prevail there. The reader may 
find in another column an interesting account of a 
tour of observation made in behalf of our Society in 
some of the provinces of this empire. 
Denmark.—We have further intelligence from 
Denmark of a pleasing nature. A letter from Rev, 


P. E. Ryding, of Copenhagen, gives an interesting 
account of the distribution of books granted some 
months ago. Extracts from the letter will be found 
in another column. 

Russ1a.—We have received a letter from an intel- | 
ligent Christian gentleman travelling in Russia, who 
makes very interesting statements im regard to the 
Bible work in that country. While there are various 
hinderances and obstacles in the way, still the Cause 
is making sure progress if slow. The circulation 
of the Scriptures at present is confined chiefly to the 
New Testament in Modern Russ, Reval-Esthonian, 
Dorpat, and Finnish.

The Old Slavic Testament. ee 
We think our readers will be gratified with the 
following letter in regard to the old Slavic Testa- 
ment. That the noble work of the brothers Cyril 
and Methodius should so long survive them, and 
come into use a thousand years after their decease, 
is a pregnant fact, showing how the good which men 
do may live long after them, antl how the holy 
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Scriptures serve to perpetuate a nation’s language, 
and preserve it in its original purity : 

Dear BrotHer :—In regard to the expediency of 
a publication, by the American Bible Society, of an 
edition of the old Slavic version of the New Testa- 
ment, the principal arguments in favour of the same 
which present themselves at once to my mind are 
the following : 

1. The version which is at present styled “the old 
Slavie version” is that which was prepared by the 
missionary Cyril, the apostle of the Bulgarians in the 
ninth century, and it is generally believed to have 
been preserved uncorrupted to the present day. Itwas 
revised in the time of Peter the Great; and although 
the orthography was modified, yet it is believed that 
no essential changes were made in the reading. 

2. It is the text from which the present Bulgarian 
version now in circulation was translated. It is 
believed to contain no deviations from the ‘received 
text,”’ except such as are sanctioned by the marginal 
readings in the Society’s editions of the English 
version. 

3. The language of that version (old Slavic, or, as 
the Bulgarians justly style it, old Bulgarian) is the 
ecclesiastical language of the Bulgarians, Servians, 
Wallachians, and Russians ; and from the fact of all 
religious services and readings being heard in it, the 
people of those nations have naturally a great rev- 
erence for that version—in fact, almost considering 
it as inspired. 

4. In addition to the abovementioned (with the ex- 
ception of the Wallachian) Slavic nations, there are 
others ; as, the Bohemians, Poles, Croatians, Dalma- 
tians, and Slovaks, who, although adhering mainly 
to the Roman Church, and consequently using the 
Latin liturgy, yet, as a spirit of nationality is 
being developed from year to year among them, and 
their attention is being more and more directed 
toward the cultivation of their own language and 
literature, are giving increased attention to the study 
of the old ecclesiastical language, so that a knowl- 
edge of it is beginning to be considered essential to 
every well-educated man among them. 

5. The above remark applies with special force to 
the Bulgarians, who, in their present efforts to revive 
and cultivate their national language and literature, 
are compelled to resort to the ancient language for 
words with which to replace the Turkish and Greek 
corruptions which have come into use. Conse- 
quently, the ancient language is now taught in all 
their schools; and as the old version of the Scrip- 
tures is at once the purest specimen of the language, 
and the most accessible of the Slavic writings, there 
is a great and increasing demand for Slavic Scrip- 
tures, to be used as text-books, 

6. The only copies of the old Slavic Scriptures in 
circulation in Bulgaria are published in Russia, got 
up in an inferior and inconvenient style, and sold at 
an exorbitant price. Merely the Scripture lessons 
which are appointed to be read in the churches, 
_ bound in heavy boards, and printed on coarse, dingy 
paper, cost at least fifty piasters ($2 25). 

7. From personal observation, I am led to believe 
that a neat and low-priced edition of the old Slavic 
New Testament would be very gratefully received 
by the Bulgarian clergy, teachers, and literary men. 

8. Its publication would go very far toward remoy- 
ing entirely the groundless suspicion now entertained 
against Protestant versions of the Scriptures, since 


it would be in the power of every village school- 
master to test its accuracy. It being found to be 
identical with the version used in their churches, 
their confidence would be much increased in the 
fidelity of the vernacular version. 

9. Such a version, after having been submitted to 
the censor for examination, would doubtless be per- 
mitted to be distributed in Russia; and being in a 
classical and not a vernacular language, it would 
find its way also into the Austrian provinces. 

10. The number of the Slavie-speaking popula- 
tion, including the various dialects, was estimated 
in the year 1842 to be 78,691,000. Thus, you will 
perceive that such a version would be acceptable 
and intelligible to the educated portion of a popula- 
tion of nearly seventy-nine million souls. 

To the above suggestions might be added perhaps 
a number of others ; but these appear to me to be the 
principal points. Believing that the publication of 
such a version by the Society would greatly enlarge 
the sphere of its usefulness, and praying that the 
work may be blessed in the furtherance of the knowl- 
edge of God’s truth,

Argentine Confederation. 

We have received gratifying accounts from Mr, 
Andrew M. Milne, the Agent recently appointed for 
the Argentine Confederation. His present location 
is Rosario, on the Parana River. The following is 
extracted from a recent communication from him : 

In this place, God has been preparing the way for 
the circulation of his Word, and directing me in his: 
work. When I came here I was much concerned to 
have the Spanish New Testament introduced into 
the schools, but feared to go hastily about such an 
important matter, lest I might only effect the pre- 
vention of whai, I desired to accomplish. Accord- 
ingly, I asked the Church in Buenos Ayres to help 
me by their prayers; and on the same day that I 
received the letter from Mr. Goodfellow, telling me 
that he had brought it before the prayer meeting, I 
received also the pleasing information that the Span- 
ish Testament was received into one of the schools 
as a class book. The sight of its red edges in the 
pockets of the schoolboys is no small encouragement 
to me in the work. It says plainly that the Lord 
has not sent me here in vain. A few days ago, ob- 
serving a boy at the door with his New Testament 
in his pocket, I called him inside and asked him 
where they were reading; he immediately turned 
out his book and showed me Acts v.; the four pre- 
vious chapters were well marked as read. 

Yesterday I had an introduction to the director 
of the Colégio de las Artes. I presented him with a 
Spanish Bible and New Testament, and remarked the 
suitableness of the latter for a school book. After 
looking at it carefully, and reminding me of the un- 


reasonable prejudice of the priests against all school. 


books printed in the United States or England, he 
said it was all the same to him, and he thought he 
would introduce it. I hope to be able to say by next 
month that it is used here also, 


I have only heard of one or two eases of the 


priests causing the Bible to be burnt. To the per- 


| son who told me I only replied, “He has burnt the

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book by which he will be judged at the last day.” 
The poor man looked astonished, but said nothing, 

The following is the method I have hitherto adopt- 
ed for carrying on the work in this place: in the 
morning I keep the door of the depot open till about 
ten o’clock, at which hour I make up as large an 
assortment of the books most likely to be wanted as 
I can conyeniently carry, and take the streets, begin- 
ning each day where I left off the day before, and 
offer the Scriptures for sale at every door, and as 
opportunity presents itself I endeavour to witness for 
Christ. In the evening open the depot. The sight 
of the books at first attracted many inside, who, 
though they seldom came asking the Bible, generally 
bought. They still come, though not so many as at 
first. A large proportion of those now in possession 
of the Book had never seen or even heard of it be- 
fore, and of course had not the remotest idea of what 
it contained, while not a few evidently knew some- 
thing of its value and were anxious to have it. The 
former have bought it because it was cheap ; the lat- 
ter would have counted it cheap at twice its price. 

In another letter, dated July 30, Mr. Milne, after 
stating that during the month he had distributed 377 
volumes, of which ten were by donation, says: 

I have made several visits to the national school, 
and have always been very kindly received by the 
director. Lately he sent me an order for fifty Span- 
ish Testaments, which are now in daily use in the 
school, with about thirty more bought by the parents 
of the children, He tells me that before sending 
the order, he sent a copy to one of the examiners of 
schools, asking if he might introduce it, but received 
no answer. He could not well have objected, hav- 
ing previously promised to give me all the assistance 
in his power. . st 
aments he bought, only three have beeh sent back 
by the parents of the children, and they at the order 
of the priests. In one of these cases the teacher sent 
the boy back to the priest, asking the reason why it 
might not be used, telling him to come to the school 
if he wished to discuss the point, On my last visit to 
the national school, the teacher-called up two boys, 
of the ages of nine and eleven, and had them read 
the lesson they had just finished: it was forty verses 
of the twenty-sixth chapter of Matthew. The teach- 
er was evidently proud of his boys, and not without 
some grounds. Than the younger boy, who has only 
been three years at school, I have seldom if ever met 
with a better reader of his years. 

The director of the Colégio de las Artes has re- 
newed his promise to buy some Spanish Testaments, 
but has not yet sent for them. , 

In Rosario I meet with a much larger proportion 
of people who are in reality too poor to buy than in 
Buenos Ayres. Often I change the last half dollar, 
and sometimes receive the last centavo; also I think 
there is a larger proportion of the people here who 


cannot read ; frequently these, however, have a son | 


or daughter who can read, and induced by the cheap- 
ness of the book, they buy for their family. It is to 


be hoped that the temporary circumstances of the | 


working classes will be improved by the new rail- 
way which is just about to be commenced between 
Rosario and Cordava, a distance of about 270 miles.

The letter which contains the above 
information says, ‘“ Colportage, we are sure, will be 
allowed again in our city after a time.’ Sir Henry 
Bulwer left Constantinople the day before our cor- 
respondent wrote. A letter written subsequently 
says: 

Three of the prisoners (converted Turks), it is 
said, have recanted and returned to Mohammedan- 
ism, and been restored. The fourth is Ahmet Aga, 
from Cesarea. Day before yesterday (Sept. 6th), 
I saw Mr. Brown, of our legation, and informed him 
of the exile of two of the prisoners, and of the report 
that Ahmet was also to be sent perhaps far away. 
Ahmet had himself heard of it and was sure that it 
was true, and urged that his wife and children might 
come and see him once more. Mr. Brown went at 
once to Aali Pasha, and the latter promised that 
Ahmet should be released to-day. Mr. Brown offered 
to stand security for his good behaviour.

Tyrol—Bohemia—Hungary. 
AN EXPLORATORY BIBLE TOUR. 

A gentleman in Italy has recently, under the 
authority and at the expense of our Society, made 
a tour of exploration in the Tyrol, Bohemia, and 
Hungary, the object being to ascertain what open- 
ings exist, and what means may be used for the cir- 
culation of the Scriptures in those countries. We 
have received from him a very interesting letter, 
from which we insert the following extracts : 

In the visit I have just made to the countries north 
and east of Lombardy, I passed from Chiavenna into 
the Northern Tyrol, through the Val Bregaglia and 
the Upper and Lower Engadina of Switzerland. In 
the Val Bregaglia from Casta Segna, a town upon 
the Swiss frontier, the population is entirely Prot- 
estant, embracing ten or twelve congregations, and 
all-speaking the Italian language. I passed two 
days in this valley, visiting the several villages, and 
gaining much information respecting them from the 
pastors of the different congregations. The Reforma- 
tion, it is said, began in this valley, in the time of _ 
Luther, by the preaching of Pietro Paulo Pergere, 
who had been sent by the pope to convince the Ger- 
man reformer, who himself became convinced of the 
truth, and returned, preaching some time in the 
principal town of Vicosoprano, in this valley. 

From the Val Bregaglia I entered the Upper 
Engadina, which, with the lower of the same name, 
embraces a population of nine thousand, all speak- 
ing what is called the Lingua Romancia. With 
the exception of one small parish, this entire valley 


/is Protestant, containing some thirty congregations, 


which are presided over by about twenty pastors. al 
cannot tell you how deeply interested I] became in 


|this people. They are poor, and in the Upper 


Engadina no grains or fruits are found—nothing 
indeed but grass for their flocks—and yet there is 
not a pauper in the entire valley, and not one adult 


“man. 
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unable to read or write. Probably not a more intel- 
ligent, industrious, honest, or virtuous community 
can be found in any of the mountain valleys of 
Europe than here in this largest, highest, and most 
beautiful valley of the Alps; and nowhere can be 
found mountain homes more pleasant, neat, and 
comfortable. Visiting four of the principal pastors, 
I soon found that your Society might render a very 
important service to this people. 

The only edition of the entire Bible now in use 
among them was printed in Schuls, one of the towns 
of Lower Engadina, in 1743, and was translated by 
the great-grandfather of Rev. Mr. Porta, the pres- 
ent pastor of the same town. A very small edition 
of the Bible in their language was printed by some 
benevolent individual in Paris in 1818, and another 
by a London and Basle society in 1836 ; but both of 
the latter were so full of imperfections that they 
were soon laid aside, and are not at allin use. Of 
this old edition only a few copies remain—searcely 
enough to supply the pastors—so that the people 
may be said to be virtually without the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures. A few families in the valley, 
knowing the German or Italian, possess the Serip- 
tures in these languages; but all are very strongly 
attached to their native language, and desire the 
Seriptures in it. This old edition is excellent, and 
might be reprinted with almost no alteration. The 
language of the valley has undergone no change for 
the last century and a quarter. The Rev. Mr. Porta, 
the descendant of the first translator, I saw, and had 
much conversation with him upon the subject. He 
has the first copy printed in 1743, a huge volume, in 
heavy iron clasps. 

With reference to the New Testament, an edition 
was printed a few years ago, superintended by the 
Rev. Mr. Minni, of Saamaden ; but funds ceuld be 
obtained for only a small edition, and consequently 
it could be sold only at a high price. Though mis- 
erably bound, the price is about four franes, while 
an Italian reference Testament, of about the same 
size and well bound, can be purchased for sixty cen- 
times, a little more than half a frane. About 500 
copies of this New Testament remain. They want 
them for their schools, as well as for their families ; 
but it comes so high, and the people are so poor, that 
it is difficult for them to obtain them. 

A word with reference to this Romancia, or Ro- 
manzia language. It approaches to that of the 
troubadours of the Proveneal, and in many respects 
to the Spanish. It unites the almost musical sweet- 
ness of the Italian with the sonorous diphthongs, and 
something of the characteristic accent, of the Ger- 
This language is said to have been the link 
which bound together the various parts of the ex- 
tended empire of Charlemagne, and the same referred 
to when, in 813, he ordered ‘ that Christ should be 
preached to all the peoples of his rule in the Vol- 
gare Romano.” 


From the Lower Engadina I entered the Tyrol at | 


Martinsbreack, stopping at Nanders, Landeck, and 


some other places in the valley of the Inn, on my way | 
to Inspruck; but as I have much to write respecting: 
the Tyrol, I will omit it entirely at present, speak- | 


ing in the remainder of this communication of Bohe- 
mia, Moravia, and Hungary. And here a mass of 
facts present themselves to my mind, and where shall 
I begin? 

_ Having, a few years ago, passed two summers in 
Western and Northern Bohemia, I did not in my 


present tour visit those districts. I gained, how- 
ever, valuable information respecting them. Many 
new Protestant churches have here been formed, 
and the religious movement still continues. The 
southern, central, and eastern parts of Bohemia, and 
the western parts of Moravia, I explored. This 
whole territory, together with Hungary, is entirely 
open to Bible work; and I cannot tell you how I 
longed to be invested in a measure with pleni- 
potentiary powers, that I might at once commence 
the interesting work. Through the aid of a society 
in Berlin, a small edition of the Bible has been 
printed at Prague; but, on account of the small 
number printed, it sells at a high price ; and besides, 
the number of copies is altogether inadequate to the 
demand. This same edition answers for both Bohe- 
mia and Moravia, and is, as you are probably aware, 
the same as that of the Bohemian brethren issued 
one thousand years ago. The old Bible again lives 
in Bohemia; and will not your Society aid in giving 
it new life and power? There are now no obstacles 
in the way of printing the Bible in Austria, and 
there is much to be done. For instance, (1.) Bohe- 
mia wants an edition of the Bible. Others are want- 
ed for Hungary, Servia, Bosnia, and Carniola. (2.) 
Depositories should at once be established in all the 
cities and principal towns of these countries—a most 
important work, and, thanks be to God, now permitted 
by the Austrian government. (3.) Though colpor- 
teurs may not actively engage in the work of Bible 
distribution, yet the Bible should be put into the 
hands of the pastors, who are permitted to sell to 
their flocks, and the members of their flocks are tol- 
erated in selling to others. This last is significant. 
The government is now altogether favourable, and 
winks at what it has not expressly permitted. There 
is a good work of Bible distribution now beginning, 
and even some colporteurs are at work, as in some 
parts of Hungary. I have no doubt that there agents 
may soon be employed. The objections io the sale 
of the Scriptures in Austria at present are not relig- 
ious, but have respect to trade, and these are being 
removed. 


Egypt. 
A LETTER FROM OUR AGENT IN THE LEVANT. 


’ CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 7th, 1864. 
My Dear S1r:—You will be glad to learn that 


letters from Egypt indicate that the present will 


prove the most successful year we have yet had in 
the good work of Bible dissemination in that land. 
The monthly sales from the depot in Cairo have, for 
three or four months past, averaged 4,000 piasters, 
This is about double the ordinary average. The 
“‘ Morning Star’’ has also been doing a good work in 
Lower Egypt since the beginning of March. From 
the semi-annual account of the missionaries, I see 
that in Cairo (since the 1st of January), and by the 
“Morning Star’ (since the 1st of March), 1,475 
copies of the Scriptures and 1,151 religious and edu- 
cational books have been sold. The sales at Alex- 


| andria are not reported in detail, but are believed to 


be about one third the above amount. The whole 
amount for the first six months of this year is about 
two thirds that of the entire twelve months of 1863. 
This increase in the sale of the Scriptures and other 


religious publications is the more remarkable, from 
| the fact that very many of the ecclesiastics of the 


Coptic Church are using all their influence to put a 
stop to this good work. soot

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F One of the missionaries writes: ‘“‘ We are now at 


open war with the Coptic patriarch. He is drawing 
the cords pretty tight around all who are thought to 
be af all favourable to us; so that it requires a man 
to be a thorough Protestant before he dare venture 
to our service. Our schools have been emptied, once 
and again of late, of Coptic children. But when 
they get our boys and girls, they do not know what 
to make of them. They take the war into their own 
camp, and commence discussing with the teachers 
and priests, and none can silence them except by 
sheer force.” 

Our friends are hoping ere long to extend their 
operations, and give heed to the “requests” which 
have been sent from three or four districts where 
there already exist small nuclei of enlightened Copis, 
who wish to be led to the “ green pastures” by shep- 
herds of the Lord’s choosing. Ositit is one of the 
fields they wish to occupy this fall, if possible. This 
city contains a population of about 30,000, one third 
of whom are Copts. Near to Ositt is the largest 
convent in Egypt, Deir el Moharrak, where from 
two to three hundred monks reside, of whom thirty 
or forty are in their hearts favourable to the truth. 
* His highness Maharajah Duleep Singh, with his 
interesting wife (a Copt, formerly one of the teach- 
ers in the mission school at Cairo, and a most charm- 
ing and devoted Christian lady), proposes to make a 
thorough tour throughout Egypt the coming winter. 
He is to take one of the best of Bible colporteurs with 
him, and go through the land distributing the Word, 
and preaching it to men and women wherever they 
go. May the Lord bless their work, and give them 
his rich blessing in their own souls also! 

In regard to the grant of fifty pounds sterling for 
colportage in the cities and towns upon the railroad, 
the missionaries say, “It will enable us to enlarge 
our operations still further in this most important 
department of our missionary work; and we need 
not inform you how grateful our Mission feels to you 
and the Society, for putting it into our power to 
occupy thus the, widening fields.’’ I have time to 
write no more.
